23 by CIA to the Secret Service. These messages are accurately 
paraphrased in the attachments to the CIA memorandum of March 24, 

1954 (Commission Document 5J074).

b. Cable of October 10 from CIA Mexico City station to CIA 
headquarters reporting on Oswald contact at Soviet Embassy, and 
October 10, 1963 message from CIA headquarters to Mexico City station 
of background infonaation on Oswald. These messages are accurately 
reported in tho CIA mecoranojorn of January 31, 1964. 

I did not review any materiala later than November 23, 1963. 

Hr. Roeqa also shoved me the "printout” of the references to 
Oswald documents in the CIA electronic data storage system. There 
was no item listed which wo have not been given cither in full text 
or paraphrased. 

Vhen I evidenced ah interest in tho CIA electronic data 
processing system, Mr. Rocca said that he would arrange a detailed
